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U.N. urges lifting arms embargo for Bosnia 

UNITED NATIONS (APJ — The 179-nation Genera] Assembly prop- 
osed Friday that^he Security Council drop its arms embargo against 
Bosnia- Herzegovina, despite concern that this would hamper peace 
efforts. The assembly took the action on the eve of presidential elections 
in Serbia that could change Belgrade's policy of war with other former 
Yugoslav republics. The General Assembly — voting 102-0. with 57 
abstentions approved a resolution that also urged the council to consider 
enforcing a no-fly zone over Bosnia and setting up a war crimes tribunal. 
It also suggests considering using “all necessary means" to stop the war in 
Bosnia. That could dear the way for military intervention. a drastic 
escalation of international efforts to bring peace.

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Israel expels 415 Palestinians 

Expelled group stuck between Israeli and Lebanese checkpoints 


MARJ AL ZOFIOITR, Lebanon 
(Agencies) — Hundreds of weary 
and hungry Palestinians shuttled 
under heavy rain between Israel 
and Lebanese army checkpoints 
in southeast Lebanon Friday, 
seeking shelter after their expul- 
sion from the occupied territories 
by Israel. 

Lebanese tanks and armoured 
vehicles formed a roadblock be- 
fore dawn and turned back more 
than 400 Palestinians forced out 
in an unprecedented mass expul- 
sion that threatened Middle East 
peace talks in Washington. 

The expelled Palestinians, said 
to belong to the fundamentalist 
Hamas and Islamic Jihad orga- 
nisations, trudged back in snow 
to the Zommaraya gateway to 
reenter Israel's sen-styled “secur- 
ity zone" but found the passage 
closed. 

Security sources said Israeli sol- 
diers and Israel's surrogate militia, 
theSoutb Lebanon Army, fired over 
their beads to send them away. No- 
one was hurt. 

The expulsion was retaliation for 
the killing of Israeli policeman Nissan 
Toledano. the sixth trooper slain by 
the Hamas organisation in two weeks. 

A statement from Hamas distri- 
buted in Beirut threatened to kidnap 
more Israeli soldiers to trade them for 
the retnrn of the expeDed Palestinians 
and said: “This expulsion wfll fuel the 
wrath against the Zionist-entity and 
its army.” 

The expelled Palestinians held their 
first Friday prayers in exile under a 
cold rain in no-man's land. 

“We will have prayers as usual," 
announced leaden of the 415. With- 
out a mosque or a prayer rug they . 


knelt on the rain-soaked rocky soil of 
Israel's “security zone.” 

“God take our revenge on (Yit- 
zhak) Rabin." prayer leader Dr. 
Abdul Ariz Al Rantisi said of the 
Israeli prime minister. 

“Amen" came the heartfelt chorus 
as the rain fell about six kilometres 
north of Israeli troops who earlier 
Friday fired over their beads to drive 
them away from the frontier. 

"This is the peace Rabin seeks. The 
peace of deportation. The peace of 
destroying houses, of emptying land. 
He wants nothing good for you or the 
sons of Palestine," Mr. Rantisi said. 

“He only wants evil. We tell Rabin 
who wants to uproot the Islamic 
movement from Palestine that even if 
hundreds of members of the Muslim - 
movement are deported thousands 
more will replace them. 

“You wiD see that soon ... we tell 
Rabin this deportation is the first nail 
in the coffin of the Zionist state," 
added Mr. Rantisi, who said be was a 
Gaza lecturer in studies. 

Prime Minister Rafik Hariri talked 
by telephone with Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khaddam and 
later said the Palestinians would not 
be allowed into government-held 
Lebanese territory. 

“If any harm befalls any of the 
deportees, Israel will be responsible 
for it," Mr. Hariri said. 

Defence Minister Mohaen Dalloul 
said: “The deportation is tantamount 
to an Israeli aggression against Leba- 
non.” 

“Uprooting them from their land 
and sending them to Lebanon is 
absolutely unacceptable. Why are 
they not brought to trial in their 
country?” Mr. Daikral said. 

Mr. Rantisi urged President Elias 
Hrawi to help them return home. 

“We are a people accustomed to 
hardships and we are willing to stay 


here in this area for as long as it takes 
for us to return to our lands.” said 
Mr. Rantisi. 

The chief delegate of the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross 
ftCRC), Bernard PfefTerle. said the 
Red Cross would provide about 20 
tents, 1,200 blankets, kitchen sets, 
stoves and medical care for the expel- 
led Palestinians. 

He said emergency food supplies 
would be bought m the Bekaa Valley. 

“As long as they are stuck in a 
no-man's land area, we will provide 
them with shelter and relief sup- 
plies,” be said. 

He said the ICRCs Geneva bead- 
quarters would decide whether to 
evacuate the Palestinians. 

The expelled Palestinians had left 
the “security zone” in a convoy of six 
buses at about 3:15 a.m. (0115 
GMT), driven half way through to 
Marj Al Zohour and left stranded in 
rain and fog to walk the remaining 
distance to the Lebanese checkpoint. 

Security sources said the Lebanese 
outpost, four kilometres from Zom- 
maraya, had set up earthen mounds 
that blocked the roads. 

ffive T-54 tanks and 15 armoured 
personnel carriers were then brought 
in along with 250 troops to reinforce 
the blockade. 

The Palestinians, most of them 
blindfolded, had arrived in Zom- 
marya. on the edge of the “security 
zone,” on Thursday. 

They had waited in buses along the 
rain-drenched frontier for 15 hours as 
Israel's supreme court beard appeals 
against the expulsion and finally de- 
cided to uphold the government’s 
decision. 

The prayer leader thanked Leba- 
non for barring the group from 
government-controlled territory and

Israel under world fire 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Euro- 
pean countries joined Arabs Fri- 
day in condemning Israel's expul- 
sion of more than 400 Palesti- 
nians, a mpve that imperiled Mid- 
dle East peace talks. 

A newspaper poll in Israel 
showed overwhelming support 
for the expulsion of the alleged 
Muslim fundamentalists to Leba- 
non, but another newspaper 
questioned its wisdom. 

The Arab League called the expul- 
sions “a continuation of Israel's viola- 
tions of human rights and the Geneva 
xmvenuons.” 

“These arbitrary and irresponsible 
actions threaten the peace process, 
which is the only hope of achieving 
stability and security in the region,” 
said Esmat Abdul Meguid, the 
league’s secretary general. 

In Loudon, the Foreign Office said 
Britain and other European Com- 
munity (EC) countries considered the 
expulsion “a violation of the Fourth 
Geneva Convention and, in this case, 
an infringement of the sovereignty of 
Lebanon.” 

It said the EC countries “urged the 
Israeli authorities to allow the depor- 
tees to return immediately.” 

A survey publisbed Friday to the 
Israeli daily Yetfioth Abrouoth indi- 
cated that 91 per cent of Israeli Jews 
backed the expulsions, and eight per 


cent opposed them. The telephone 
survey was conducted Thursday 
among 457 respondents. 

Some 55 per cent of the respon- 
dents said they believe the expulsions 
would decrease attacks against 
Israelis, while 26 per cent expected 
more fundamentalist violence as a 
result. 

In a front-page editorial, the news- 
paper Hadashot asked: "What will 
happen if others are killed? What will 
the government do then? Expel 800? 
Or perhaps 8,000? Which bone will 
be thrown then to calm down the 
stonny public opuuon?" 

The newspaper criticised the sup- 
reme court, winch approved the ex- 
pulsion, for deciding “not to embar- 
rass tbe government even though its 
honour bung in tbe balance.” 

Syria’s state-run press said tbe de- 
portation was a hard blow to the 
U.S. -sponsored Middle East peace 
process. 

“At the time Israel brings in 
thousands of Jewish immigrants and 
builds for them, we see that the world 
does not take any move against the 
crime of deporting the indigenous 
owners from their land," said Al 
Baath, the official organ of Syria's 
ruling party. 

In Tehran, tbe Friday prayer leader 
said Lebanon was right to reject the 
expelled Palestinian*. 

Ayatollah Emami Kasbaoi. a 
senior Iranian cleric, said any country 


Palestinians observe 
mass general strike 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Palestinians in the 
occupied West Bank staged a 
spontaneous general strike Friday 
to protest tbe expulsions of more 
than 400 Palestinians to Lebanon. 
Israeli sokfieis and police stepped 
up patrols. 

An 18-year-old Palestinian was 
shot and critically wounded in a 
/-isxdi with troops in the West 
Bank, the army said. 

A spokesman said Israel would 
not take back the expelled 
Palestinians who were stuck in 
southern Leebanon Friday be- 
tween roadblocks of the 
Lriwnwa army and an Israeli 
controlled militia. Lebanon has 
said it would not let tbe Palesti- 
nians pass further. 

The spokesman, Obed Ben 
Ami, said tbe expelled were, in 
far*, already on Lebanese soil. 
“They got off the trucks, they 
"walked up north to the L eba ne se 
military post and ... this is not a 
no-man’s land. This is sovereign 
Lebanese territory,” Mr. Ben 
Ami said. 

He said tbe correct number of 
Palestinians expelled was^ 415. 
There had been initial con raston 
after 35 men slated for expulsion 
were pulled off buses beaded 
towards Lebanon late Thursday. 
.They were later replaced by 32 


other Palestinians, Mr. Ben-Ami 
said. 

Meanwhile, Israeli security 
officials refused Friday to release 
the names of those expelled. Cml 
rights lawyers said they peti- 
tioned the supreme court, de- 
manding the names be made pub- 
lic. The court was to hear tbe 
petition Sunday, tbe lawyers said. 

Taher Shari teh, a Palestinian 
journalist whose expulsion order 
was rescinded at the last minute 
said among the people on the bus 
carrying him towards Lebanon 
were Dr. Mahmoud Zahar and 
Dr. Abdul Aziz Rantisi, two 
Gaza Strip physicians believed to 
be leading figures in the Muslim 
fundamentalist group Hamas. 

The army had rounded up 
some 1,600 Palestinians this 
week, most backers of Hamas 
and some from Islamic Jihad. The 
sweep came in response to the 
kilHng t of six Israeli troopers by 
Muslim fundamentalists in two 

weeks. 

There was confusion in the 
occupied territories Friday over 
the fete of those detained. Some 
famili es said they had no word 
whether their relatives were 
among the expelled. “We have 
contacted human rights groups

that accepted the expelled Palesti- 
nians “will help Israel betray Islam.” 

The Iranian Foreign Ministry said 
the international community should 
“immediately stop such inhuman ac- 
tions by resorting to any possible 
means." 

Morocco’s Foreign Ministry said it 
“vigorously condemns” the deporta- 
tion as a violation of international law 
and regrets that it comes at a time of 
peace negotiations. 

French Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Maurice Gourbault Montague 
urged Israel to avoid playing into the 
hands of those who want to sabotage 
peace talks. 

“The assassins wanted to kill the 
peace process." Mr Gourbault- 
Montagne said in a daily press brief- 
ing. “This game must be avoided. 
That’s why we regret the Israeli ac- 
tion." 

Amnesty International called on 
tbe Israeli authorities to allow the 
Palestinians back home. "If any of 
them is suspected of an offence, be 
should be charged and given a prompt 
and fair trial or released," the Lon- 
don based human rights organisation 
said. 

Tbe West Bank's Birzeit University 
condemned the Israeli move and 
urged “the international community 
to move beyond formal condemna- 
tion and to take immediate and effec-

Gulf war 
fund sets 
guidelines 

GENEVA (R) — A U.N. com- 
pensation commission on Friday 
set guidelines for claims from 
industries and businesses hurt by 
an international embargo of Iraq 
after it invaded Kuwait. U-N. 
officials said. 

The governing council of the 
commission, made-up of all 15 
members of the U-N. Security 
Council, did not release the exact 
terms, reached at a private week- 
long meeting in Geneva. 

A communique said the council 
had agreed “general guidelines in 
dealing with cases in which the 
embargo and related measures 
were also the cause of business 
losses.” 

"With this agreement, the 
commission has practically 
finish ed its preparatory, legisla- 
tive work," Ambassador Carlos 
Alzamora. executive secretary of 
die commission, told Reuters. 

“We are processing 400,000 
claims,” he added. 

Hie commission has been 
flooded with claims from indi- 
viduals resulting from Iraq's inva- 
sion of Kuwait in August 1990 
and subsequent occupation, 
according to U.N. officials who 
have been compiling a computer 
cfeta base in Geneva.

UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) — 
The Security Council Friday was ex- 
pected to condemn Israel’s expulsion 
of over 400 Palestinians. 

Western diplomats, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 15- 
nation council would overwhelmingly 
adopt a resolution ordering Israel lo 
rescind the expulsions, calling them a 
violation of the Geneva conventions. 

The United States, usually a firm 
supporter of Israel, was expected to 
let the resolution pass by not using its 
veto power. On other occasions, in- 
cluding Last January, the U.S. has 
condemned expulsions by the Israeli 
government. 

A draft resolution says Israel is in 
violation of its obligations under the 
Fourth Geneva Convention of 1949, 
which calls for protection of civilians 
in occupied territories and prohibits 
expulsions. It also calls the expulsions 
detrimental to the current Mideast 
peace talks. 

The Palestine Liberation Organisa- 


tion’s (PLO) U.N. observer discussed 
the issue with non-aligned members 
of the Security Council Thursday. 

The PLO observer, Nasser Al Kid- 
wa, has privately circulated the prop- 
osal resolution strongly condemning 
the Israeli decision to “mass deport 
Palestinian civilians'’ and calling on it 
to ensure the “safe and immediate 
return to the occupied territories of 
all those already deported." 

Mr. Kidwa also sent a letter to Mr. 
Ghali asking him to “prevent the 
actual implementation" of the expul- 
sion decision and “further violations 
by Israel, the occupying power, of 
international humanitarian law and 
United Nations resolutions." 

He said: “Such an unprecedented 
m ass deportation win be detrimental 
to the peace process currently under 
way and wiQ certainly further cause 
the situation in tbe occupied Palesti- 
nian territory to deteriorate." 

Israel has previously expelled 66 
Palestinians since the December 1987 


start of the uprising against its rule in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Dr. Ghali has called on Israel to 
rescind the expulsion orders and to 
permit the safe and immediate return 
of- those expelled. 

“The secretary -general has learned 
with grave concern of the decision by 
Israel to deport to southern Lebanon 
several hundred Palestinians from the 
occupied territories." the U.N. chief 
said in a statement issued through a 
spokesman. 

He notes that the Security Council 
has repeatedly reaffirmed the applica- 
bility of the Fourth Geneva Conven- 
tion of Aug. 12, 1949. to the territorr 
ies occupied by Israel, and recalls that 
Security Council Resolution 726, 
unanimously adopted on Jan. 6, 1992, 
specifically requested Israel to refrain 
from such action

King 
expected 
home soon 

AMMAN (J.T.) — His 
Majesty King Hussein is ex- 
pected home soon from the 
United States, where he 
underwent a medical check- 
up at the Mayo Clinic as a 
follow-up to the surgery he- 
underwent in August. 

The check-up found the 
King to have fully recovered 
from the surgery. 

The King, who left the 
Mayo Clinic Saturday after a 
stay lasting less than 48 hours, 
met with outgoing U.S. Presi- 
dent George Bush at the 
White House Wednesday. 

The King and President 
Bush discussed the Middle 
East peace process as well as 
other issues related to the 
situation in the region. 

The White House said Mr. 
Bush “welcomed” the King’s 
decision to commit troops to 
both peacemaking and 
peacekeeping missions in 
Somalia. 

The King called the Middle 
East peace talks “an oppor- 
tunity that should’t be lost'* 
and said he expects the pro- 
cess will continue after- 
President-elect Bill Clinton 
takes office Jan. 20. 

During a photo session in 
the Oval Office, the King also 
told reporters he was feeling 
“very, very well.” 

Asked if he expects the 
peace talks to continue after 
the change in U.S. adminis- 
trations, the King replied: “I 
hope they will continue. I 
haven't heard anything to the 
contrary. I think all the par- 
ties involved and engaged in 
the process see this as a 
chance and an opportunity 
that shouldn’t be lost and 
therefore I think they will 
continue.” 

King Hussein said he be- 
lieves progress in the talks is 
“slow but steady.” 


Jordan; Expulsion ‘absolutely outrageous 9

AMMAN — Jordan Friday de- 
scribed as “absolutely outrageous 
and totally unacceptable” Israel's 

expulsion of over 400 Palestinians 
from the occupied territories and 
said the plight of the expelled 
Palestinians stranded between 
the Israeli and Lebanese armies 
showed the world the injustice 
that the Palestinian people had 
been suffering under Israeli 
occupation. 

Information Minister Mahmoud 
Sharif also called on the international 
community to intervene and ensure 
that Israel reverses its expulsion order 
and permits the Palestimans to return 
home. 

Tbe Israeli occupation authorities 
transported 415 Palestinians from the 
occupied territories to the Jewish 
state's self-styled “security zone" m 
South Lebanon late Thursday but the 
Lebanese army blocked their entry to 


Lebanon beyond the 1,000-square- 
kilometre enclave. 

As the expelled tried to reenter the 
“security zone,” they found it sealed 
off. effectively stranding them be- 
tween areas controlled by the Israeli 
and Lebanese armies. 

“The expulsion and the plight of 
those expelled shows in very graphic 
lines the injustice that tbe Palestinian 
people have been suffering for 
years." said Mr. Sharif. 

The minister said die international 
community “should shoulder the re- 
sponsibility of finding an immediate 
solution" to the stand-off in South 
Lebanon and ensure that the expelled 
Palestinians were allowed to return to 
their homes. 

Israel ordered the expulsions in 
ostensible retaliation r tbe abduc- 
tion and lolling of a . sraeli border 
policeman last week. 

Mr. Sharif accused the Israeli 
occupation authorities of “turning the 
occupied territories into a battleg- 
round by killing Palestinians” and 
said it was natural that the Palesti- 
nians would “retaliate for the murder 


of their own people by the Israelis." 

“Israel cannot punish the entire 
Palestinian nation” for the killing of 
one of its policemen, Mr. Sharif told 
the Jordan Times, noting thgi-the 
international community has categor- 
ically rejected such ‘"collective 
punishment." 

Mr. Sharif also noted that Jordan 
had made- its views very dear to the 
five permanent members of the U.N. 
Security Council and exerted all 
efforts on the international level to 
prevent the expulsions. 

Foreign Minister Kamel Abu Jaber 
summoned the heads of the diploma- 
tic missions in Amman of the five 
Thursday to lodge a strong protest 
arid urge their countries to seek a 
reversal of the Israeli move, “a flag- 
rant violation of the Geneva conven- 
tions and human rights." 

The expulsions, be said, could dial 
a severe blow to the Middle Eart 
peace process. 

“Tension in the occupied territories 
could be defused only through serious 
efforts to ensure the success of the 
peace process and the achievement of 


a comprehensive and durable settle- 
ment of tbe Arab-Israeli conflict,” 
Dr. Abu Jaber said. 

Tbe Foreign Ministry also asked 
Jordan’s permanent delegate to the 
U.N. in New York to convey the 
Kingdom's views to the General 
Assembly and the Security Council 
and seek their intervention to avert a 
“further deterioration of tbe situation 
in the occupied territories." 

Jordan also asked its representative 
in Geneva to raise the issue with the 
chairman of the U.N. Human Rights 
Commission. 

At a press conference in Amman 
Thursday, Lower House of Parlia- 
ment Speaker Abdul Latif Arabiyai 
condemned the Israeli expulsion 
move as “yet another link in a long 
series of human rights violation- 
s.. .(and) an arbitrary measure, which 
"folates all international laws.” 

The Islamic Movement — repre- 
senting the powerful Muslim Brother- 
hood — issued a statement calling on

BA IDO A, Somalia (AP) — 
Snipers fired on U.S- Marines on 
night patrol in Baidoa. and troops 
prepared Friday to go into sec- 
tions of tbe capita! where aid 
workers had been frightened 
away by gunbattles. 

The gunmen who terrorised 
Somalia before foreign troops ar- 
rived appeared to be regaining 
their nerve and returning to the 
streets. 

AK-47 rifles have reappeared 
within a few hundred metres of 
American positions in the capital. 

Under pressure from the Un- 
ited Nations and others to disarm 
Somalia's roving bands of gun- 
men, U.S. officials reiterated Fri- 
day that their mission was not the 
complete disarmament of Soma- 
lia. 

Major General Joseph Hoar, 
head of the U.S. Central Com- 
mand, also said troops would 
continue disarming gunmen as 
needed, particularly as the mis- 
sion moves into more dangerous 
areas. 

“The further we get into the 
country, I think we're going to 
see less control," he said at a 


news conference in Mogadishu. 

“As quickly as they get here, 
we'll get them out further into the 
country, and that’s the key,” he 
added. 

Gen. Hoar also said unex- 
pected troop commitments from 
many countries would enable 
some U.S. Marines to go home 
earlier than planned, some as 
early as next month. 

There were no injuries when 
snipers shot at Marines in Baidoa 
late Thursday, and the Marines 
did not return fire, spokesman 
Major Mark Hughes said Friday. 

it was the first time the troops 
had come under fire in Baidoa 
since they arrived Wednesday to 
help distribute food to the starv- 
ing interior. Baidoa airstrip, 
however, where the Marines have 
Set up camp, has been fired On. 

Gen. Hoar said that about 15 
per cent of food supplies were 
looted after being delivered by 
U.S. Marine escort to one village 
Thursday near Baidoa. 

. Meanwhile , the U.S.-led multi- 
national force was preparing to 
venture into northern Moga- 
dishu, where chaos and violence 


are reportedly increasing. 

Since arriving in Somalia 11 
days earlier, troops have been 
concentrated at the airport and 
port, in south Mogadishu. U.N. 
spokesman Ian Mac] cob said 
forces would move into north 
Mogadishu in the next few days 
“because the security situation is 
deteriorating." 

Sheikh Ali Haj Yusef, a Mus- 
lim religious leader and dan 
elder, said tbe the bandits initially 
left the city or stowed away their 
weapons when the foreign troops 
arrived. 

"But when they realised that 
the Marines were not going to 
confront them, they have been 
digging up their guns,” be said. 
“Now, no-one dares to go into 
the streets after 5 p.m. for fear of 
being robbed.’’ 

Angela Mackay, a spokes- 
woman for Care International, 
said a number of killings were 
reported in north Mogadishu, but 
no details were available. 

She said relief workers for the 
Irish charity Goal were advised 
not to go to work at a feeding 
centre in an area of north Moga- 


dishu where fighting has been 
intense. 

Ms. Mackay also said snipers 
has fired three shots at French 
forces' headquarters in Moga- 
dishu overnight. No injuries were 
reported. 

Even as troops move out into 
the famine and war-ravaged 
countryside, U.S. officials are 
looking ahead to when they can 
pull out. They are calling on the 
United Nations to quickly de- 
velop a new kind of peacekeeping 
force to replace the Marines. 

In Washington, Martin Brand- 
tner said Thursday that U.S. 
troops would expand to Obdur, 
Delet Wen and Gaflalassi, to the 
north and east of Baidoa, and 
later, to the southern cities of 
Bardera and Kismayo. 

But the declined to specify 
when those moves would be 
made, given tbe dangerous situa- 
tion in the south. 

A U.S. air force engineering 
and survey team was at Kismayo 
airpor Friday, military officials 
said on condition of anonymity.

"There is no clear word" on 
vhcther Qatar will attend the 
Mbu Dhabi summit after boycot- 
ting all Gulf Cooperation Council 
I GCC) meetings since a border 
flare-up with Saudi Arabia on 
Sept. 30. said the source close to 
Mr. Mubarak's delegation. 

Mr. Mubarak's last-muniic 
mediation came as GCC foreign 
ministers were due in Ahu Dhabi 
Friday to complete preparations 
for the annual summit. 


The gathering has never before 
been boycotted by any of the six 
Gulf Arab states — Bahrain. 
Kuwait, Oman, Qatar. Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates. 

‘ Mr. Mubarak, who went to 
Doha on Thursday after talks 
with King Fahd in Saudi Arabia. 
He was holding a second meeting 
on Friday with the emir of Qatar. 
Sheikh Khalifa Ben Hamad A1 
Thani. the source said. 

••We are using our good offices 
to try to solve this problem." 

Gulf diplomats said Mr. 
Mubarak's surprise intervention 
was apparently prompted by fears 
that a break in Gulf Arab ranks 
could encourage non-Arab Iran 


to interfere in the affairs of the 
vital oil-rich region. 

Cairo has accused Tehran of 
fomenting Islamic extremism 
across the Middle East, including 
in Egypt itself. 

Mr. Mubarak has also shown 
keen interest in distancing Iran 
from Gulf Arab affairs- si nee the 
signing of the “Damascus dec- 
laration" political pact by Gulf 
war allies Egypt. Syria and the six 
GCC states after Iraq's expulsion 
from Kuwait early last year. 

Qatar, a relatively smalt oil 
producer but the owner of one of 
the world's largest natural gas 
reserves, has in contrast with its 
Gulf Arab neighbours established 
close ties with Iran over the past 


few months. 

Tt has accused Saudi Arabia of 
aggression over the border clash 
in which three people died and 
which followed several months of 
border tensions. 

Although Qatar's Gulf Arab 
neighbours are angry that it has 
plunged the 1 1 -year-old GCC 
into crisis over its dispute with 
Saudi Arabia, they are also un- 
happy that Riyadh has apparently 
shown little sign of compromise. 
Gulf diplomats said. 

Previous mediation by Oman, 
a GCC member with a reputation 
of effective fence-mending within 
the region, apparently foundered 
on the hardline Saudi attitude, 
they added.

BAIDOA <R> — Three gunmen 
held up two foreign journalists at 
a feeding centre for starving 
Somalis on Thursday. 

They stole a television camera 
and sent hundreds of children 
fleeing in terror by shooting into 
the air. 

Visnews cameraman Mark 
Chisholm and Reuter correspon- 
dent Paul Holmes were leaving the 
Islamic A1 Eslah feeding centre in 
Baidoa. the "city of death" at the 
heart of Somalia's famine, when 
the teenagers brandishing 
Kalashnikov rifles blocked the 


exit. 

One gunman cocked his rifle 
and took aim at Chisholm, shout- 
ing “I'll kill you." The other two 
grabbed the camera. 

The gunmen fired several shots 
in the air as they fled over a back 
wall, scattering children who had 
been sitting in lines waiting for 
food. No-one was hurt. 

The journalists later returned 
to the scene with the local Soma- 
li National Alliance militia 
which said it would try to find the 
youths and recover the stolen 
equipment. 


The hold-up demonstrated 
continued lawlessness in Baidoa. 
250 kilometres west of Moga- 
dishu. despite the arrival on 
Wednesday of 900 U.S. and 
French troops to provide armed 
escorts for food relief supplies.

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Qadhafi, Musaweni may be 
indicted in U.S. aims case 


MIAMI (AP) — Federal pro- 
secutors say they may name Li- 
byan leader Muammar Qadhafi 
and the president of Uganda as 
co-conspirators in a Florida arms 
smuggling case. 

The case grew out of a U.S. 
Customs Service sting operation 
that resulted in the arrests of six 
people in August. One. the 
Ugandan ambassador to the Un- 
ited Sttates. had to be released 
because he had diplomatic im- 
munity. 

In a letter made public Thurs- 
day. Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Judy Hunt gave defense attorneys 
a list of 11 people who may be 
named as unindicted co- 
conspirators when the trial be- 
gins. as early as next month. 

“Please be advised that, de- 
pending upon the facts adduced 
at trial, the government may take 
the position that the following 
were co-co nspi raters in the case." 
Ms. Hunt's letter said. 

The list includes Colonel 
Qadhafi and high-level Libyan 
military and civilian officials. 
Also named are Uganda's Presi- 
dent Yoweri Museveni, his De- 
fence Secretary Ben Mbonye. the 
Ugandan ambassador and others. 

Those arrested are accused of 
conspiring to ship S19 million 
worth of arms, including 400 anti- 
tank missiles and 34 missile laun- 
chers. from the United States to 
Uganda. 

Two Suspects, including 
Mounir Fahmy Barsoum. former 
head of the Egyptian air force, 
also are accused of trying to ship 


S15 million in Chinook helicopter 
parts to Libya- 

The United States has no di- 
plomatic relations with Libya, 
which is one of six countries that 
U.S. officials say support “terror- 
ism." 

Mr. Fahmy and three co- 
defendants were lured to Orlando 
and arrested Ang. IS. The former 
Egyptian official, who became an 
arms broker after leaving the air 
force, was being held in the Semi- 
nole county jail, unable to meet 
bond. 


The arms-5muggling case grew 
out of letters sent by undercover 
customs agents offering U.S. 
weapons to arms brokers. 

Defence attorney Frank Rutn- 
no said some of those involved in 
the deal thought there were sec- 
ret negotiations under way to 
normalise relations between the 
United States and Libya and the 
arms deal was being arranged in 
anticipation of that. 


Mr. Rubino acknowledged that 
Mr. Fahmy met with Col. Qadha- 
fi. and said he may ask the Libyan 
leader for a deposition. 

He said Mr. Fahmy responded 
to the undercover agents' letters 
but insisted repeatedly that the 
deal for helicopter parts had to 
await normalisation of U.S. rela- 
tions with Libya.

AMMAN — The General Union 
for Employees in Private Educa- 
tion called off a strike on Satur- 
day 12 December, and resche- 
duled it for 22 December accord- 
ing to Union president Mazen Ai 
Ma’ayta if the Ministry of Educa- 
tion does not meet foe Union’s 
demands. The strike will invoh 
eighteen thousand teachers at 
administrators in private edne 
tional institutes, he said. 

The reasons behind the strfl j 
stem from foe non-application 
foe 1974 collective agreement' 
which specify the equality of em 
fdoyees in private education with 
their counterparts at foe Ministry 
of. Education. This, means that a 
teacher or administrator in the 
private; sector should receive the 
same wages and have the same 
number of lessons to teach as one 
working for the ministry. On 
average foe maximum work load 
in the private sector should be 
eight hours a day. But in a lot of 
instances teachers and adminis- 
trators put in more working hours 
than is legally accepted, and work 
in unacceptable working condi- 
tions,” said Mr. Ma’ayta. 

There are 800 private schools 
in Jordan, and Mr. Ma’ayta 
pointed out that 60 per cent of 
these do not give their employees 
proper wages. A common occurr- 
ence, he noted, was that teachers 
are paid JD 30 a month without 
an official contract. School own- 
ers therefore avoid paying large 
amounts of money to the Social 
Security Department, since 
wages are not declared. 
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Mr. Ma'ayta pointed out that 
inspections "by foe Ministry of 
Labour were few and could not 
cope with all dqpartments. If 
caught, he said, the school would 
only have to pay a minor fine 
which would not prevent it from 
committing foe same crime again. 
“There is no law to force a school 
owner to pay his employees a 
certain salary,” he elaborated. 

Mr. Ma'ayta claimed that the 
Ministry of Education said that 
this problem did not lie within its 
jurisdiction but the Ministry of 
Labour. 

The Union, he said, has called 
on the Ministry of Education to 
take more responsibility in taking 
decisions without having to go 
through foe Ministry of Labour. 

Mr. Ma'ayta said that nothing 
had been done so; “Now was foe 
time as working conditions got 
deplorable and as Jordan was 
passing through an era of demo- 
cracy that allowed os to stage a 
strike.” 

Last week, on 12 December, 
Union members met with Minis- 
ter of Education Thouqan Al 
Hindawi as a last appeal. Mr. 
Ma’ayta said that the Minister 
showed surprise on hearing that 
foe collective agreement of 1974 
was being breached, and prom- 
ised to remedy foe situation. It 
was decided - that a committee 
would be formed to circulate all 
the educational departments in 
the Kingdom to make sure that 
they were abiding by the agree- 
ment. 

The Union president pointed 
out however that foe strike would 
go ahead if conditions were not 
remedied soon.

Investigations continue into major smuggling case

AMMAN — One of the biggest 
smuggling cases in Jordan being 
examined by local courts is for 
from over. 

The case, which mvovles foe 
smuggling of thousands of cartons 
of foreign cigarettes from the 
Zarqa free zone is still being 
examined by the customs court, 
nearly seven months after being 
filed by the public prosecutor. 

Eleven employees of the Inter- 
national Trading and Marketing 
Company (rNTRAM), along 
with seven customs officers, are 
charged with smuggling. 

Details of the case were re- 
vealed in a letter addressed to the 
Lower House of Parliament 
Speaker Abdul Latif Arabiyat by 
Finance and Customs Minister 
Basel Jardaneb dated Nov. 23, 
1992. The letter stated that rhe 
case, raised by the public pro- 
secutor against INTRAM and its 
proprietors, as well as foe other 
persons and customs officers was 


still being examined by foe court. 

The finance minister’s letter 
gave details about foe accused 
and foe case which involves the 
smuggling of 4018 cartons of fore- 
ign made cigarettes. Tbe 
cigarettes were smuggled through 
Zarqa's free zone and were distri- 
buted in Jordan. The letter sta&g 
that Abdul 'Rahman Mamdouh 
Abu Hassan from INTRAM was 
responsible for importing^ the 
cigarettes and placing them in foe 
free zone. 

Abdul Rahman transferred au- 
thority for the cigarettes to bis Sri 
Lankan employee Jaket Bereira 
so that he could himself escape 
responsibility, foe minister's let- 
ter noted. The Sri Lankan then 
arranged for foe cigarettes to be 
transported out of the free zone 
and taken to Abu Alanda near 
Amman where they were mar- 
keted with tbe help of the accused 
Bilal Saleh Abu Hassan and 
Saleh Abu Hassan, along with a 
number of customs officials and 
their employees. 

The letter continued that Ram- 
zi Mamdouh Abu Hassan was 
charged for his role in helping his 
brother Abdul Rahman in the 


process. Saleh Mahmoud Abu 
Hassan was also charged along 
with Bilal Saleh Abu Hassan and 
Jaket Bereira. 

It was Bereira who received 
truck loads of smuggled cigarettes 
at a warehouse die company own- 
ed, and at a farm before market- 
ing'foem elswewbere in Jordan. 

The Sri Lankan has still not 
been found and the police served 
notice toiall border poses to stop 
him if be attempted to flee the 
country. The minister’s letter also 
stated that Yahya Shakib Khir- 
fon, Abdullah Awadalah Abu 
Zeid and Saleh Abu Zeid were 
charged with buying 600 cartons 
and marketing them in Jordan, 
while Ibrahim Jamili and Azar 
Jamfli, two Iraqi nationals were 
also charged of being accomplice 
in foe case for transporting foe 
cigarettes. 

The .minister's letter named the 
following customs officers who 
were bribed to allow the 
cigarettes to be taken out of foe 
free zone: Mahmoud Naamneh 
who received JD 5,000, Fawzi 
Obeidat who got JD 5,100, 
Mohammad Zoubi, JD 300; 
Bahij Rawashdeh, JD 660; Nabil 


Marian, JD 2,000 and Mahmoud 
Khasawneh. JD 700. 

The letter came in response to 
queries raised by Deputy Abdul 
Karim AI Dughmi, from foe Maf- 
raq constituency, about foe per- 
sons involved in the case and the 
government’s procedures to deal 
with foe matter. It stated that the 
illicit operation was discovered 
when two Irani registered trucks 
laden with cigarettes were check- 
ed by customs officials while 
being driven along the ring road 
near Amman. 

Customs authorities discovered 
the full details of foe missing 
cartons when he inspected foe 
warehouses in the free zone be- 
fore alert rig the public prosecu- 
tors and foe police. Instructions 
then went out to various depart- 
ments to stop any procedure con- 
cerning businesses with IN- 
TRAM. 

The minister’s letter said that 
foe delay for reply to Mr. Dngh- 
mi’s query was justified as foe 
time was needed to complete 
investigations into the case, but it 
did not reveal whether the ac- 
cused were freed on bail or not.

Expulsions block peace 


ISRAEL PRESCRIBED to and practised the juridical 
and political policy of guilt by association when it 
decided to expel 415 Hamas activists on Thursday. 
This policy is obviously untenable both on legal and 
moral grounds and bound to backfire with vengeance 
in due course. Neither the Fourth Geneva Convention 
applicable to occupied territories nor customary inter- 
national law would condone this outrageous reaction to 
the kidnapping and killing of an Israeli soldier last 
week. Had the Israeli authorities confined their 
response to this killing to the apprehension of the killer 
or killers, few people would have had a legal or moral 
grounds to object. By going out in a preripitioas 
manne r for a shot-gun approach that aimed to punish 
the guilty as well as the innocent in an indiscriminate 
way, however, the Israeli government has in effect 
forefeited its country’s credentials as a “democratic 
country” that is governed by the rale of law. 

But what' adds insult to iqjory is the open manipula- 
tion of the highest court in Israel in favour of 
expediting the mass expulsion order. The best evidence 
of this farcical act was the fact that the 415 were wed on 
their way to the Israel-Lebanon border when the 
Israeli high court of justice was convened in the wee 
boors of Thursday to bless the already taken decision 
to transfer the expelled people to Lebanon. 

From a strictly political point of view, the Israeli 
action has to be condemned because it plays straight 
into the hands of those who would rather abort the 
peace process altogether. By acting so irrationally, 
Israel has forced the Palestinian and other Arab 
negotiating teams into a corner where they had to 
boycott the r emaining days of the eighth round of 
peace talks in Washington. Maybe Palestinian spokes- 
woman Hanan Ashrawi somewhat overstated the case 
when she described the «m« expulsion of Falestinimi 
fundamentalists Thursday as tantamount to a death 
blow to the peace parleys; but she was not far of the 
mark in her assessment of the fallouts of this rash and 
illegal Israeli reaction to the soldier’s killing. 

Since there is growing consensus on both sides of the 
fence that the cycle of violence can end only within the 
framework of a peaceful and just settlement of the 
Arab-Isradi conflict, the acceleration of the pace of the 
peace negotiations would offer the ipost effective 
preventive measure for ending the senseless bloodlet- 
ting in both camps. Neither the Palestinian side nor the 
Israeli side should heat tbe climate of negotiations 
between them to the point of no return. The only 
avenue available to all is that which leads to the end of 
violence and bloodshed. The earlier this realisation 
dawns the better for all concerned. In the meanwhile, 
the Israelis have got to realise that without allowing the 
415 Palestinians to return home the peace talks will 
suffer irreparable damage and at best would lead ns 
nowhere. 




THE KILLING of the Israeli soJdier kidnapped by Hamas seems 
to have caused no change in Israel's repressive policies against the 
Palestinians, and tbe Israeli leaders seem to be resolved to pursue 
atrocities, said A1 Ra’i Arabic daily. The paper said that Mr. 
Rabin has the power to declare war on the intifada as a reaction to 
the killing of the kidnapped soldier, and can escalate repression 
and acts of terrorism on the Arabs under Israel's rule, but he 
cannot transform the occupied territories into an amusement park 
for his troops moving at will in Arab land, killing people and 
demolishing their houses. The paper said that by no means can 
Mr. Rabin transform the young Palestinians' stones into roses and 
stop the oppressed people from fighting for their freedom. The 
fact, which Israel realises, is that the more it holds on to tbe 
occupied lands the more the Arabs will be determined to liberate 
them; and the farther away from the path of genuine peace it 
moves the fiercer the action it will face by the Palestinian freedom 
fighters, the paper said. The Israeli leadership should take stock 
of the past events and should in the end realise the futility of its 
present strategy and the failure of its aggressive policies, 
continued the paper. Instead of learning a lesson from the lulling 
of the kidnapped soldier. Mr. Rabin has turned to more threats 
and acts or reprisal; and instead of giving up repression, Mr. 
Rabin is still adamant in rejecting Arab countries' demand for 
land in exchange of peace, in implementation of U.N. Security 
Council resolutions, said the daily. It said that Israel will therefore 
continue to reap what it has sown. 


A COLUMNIST in A! RaT called on the government to 
reallocate funds now being used to subsidise foodstuffs for every 
Jordanian citizen to benefit only tbe needy among them. Fahd A1 
Fanek said that although allocating JD 45 million in the fiscal 
budget for subsidies does not create a catastrophe to the 
Jordanian financial position, one is prompted to suggest that such 
an allocation can have a better use, going in the right direction:

Single market — a shining dream 
tarnished, partly realised

BRUSSELS, Belgium — It was 
to be Europe's bright, shining 
moment. 

At the stroke of midnight Dec. 
31, all borders dividing the dozen 
nations of the European Com- 
munity and some of their neigh- 
bours would melt away, allowing 
people, goods, money and ser- 
vices to flow freely. 

Western Europe would be- 
come the world's largest market, 
with a prosperous population of 
370 million. Its companies would 
vie with American and Japanese 
competitors, and its economies 
woold soar. 

But with the deadline almost 
here, the single market dream has 
become tarnished, its luster dim- 
med by economic troubles, poli- 
tical unease and divisions among 
the nations. 

Most are caught in a recession 
that shows no sign of abating. 
Some of their currencies are tak- 
ing the worst battering in years. 
Their governments bicker over 
plans for a political and economic 
union that arouses fears in electo- 
rates of losing power to a 
bureaucracy in Brussels. 

Still, the' border-free area will 
be a remarkable step forward for 
Europe, even though it will not 
be seamless in the American

sense. 

“It will overwhelmingly be 
completed; there are a few rag- 
ged edges,” EC Vice President 
Sir Leon Brittan said of the 
single-market plan. Other diffi- 
culties ‘'should not in any way 
obscure the huge importance of 
completing the single market.” 
he said in an interview. 

In seven years, the EC nations 
have taken tough decisions to 
remove many of Western 
Europe's trade barriers. 

The community has nearly 
finished a schedule set out in a 
1985 “white paper" for creating a 
single market. By mid- 
November, 91 per cent of rhe 
paper's 282 measures had been 
adopted. 

Only 78 per cent of the rules 
requiring national legislation had 
been enacted, however, with 
Spain and Italy most laggard. 

“The virtual completion of the 
1985 programme is an astonishing 
achievement,” said Stanley Cros- 
sick, a veteran EC watcher in 
Brussels. “Nobody ever believed 
it would be done." 

In the new market will be the 
330 million consumers of Bel- 
gium, Britain, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Greece, Ireland, Italy, 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Portugal and Spain. 

It also is intended to pull Au- 
stria, Finland, Iceland, Liechten- 
stein, Norway and Sweden into a 
new European Economic Area, 
but some are not expected -to 
ratify the agreement in time. 

Liechtenstein approved the 
agreement Sunday. Switzerland 
voted against becoming part of 
the area last week. 

Many, but not all, frontier bar- 
riers will fall Jan. 1 

Travelers to countries other 
than Britain, Ireland and De- 
nmark should find fewer border 
checks, and in some places none. 
Wien airports are ready for the 
new procedure, travelers from 
ourside tbe market will go 
through passport controls but 
those from within it will not.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — Some measures that will, or will 
not. take effect Jan. 1 in the European Community's single 
market programme: 

— Border checks for travelers will be eliminated gradually, 
except in Britain. Ireland and Denmark. Foreign travelers to the 
free -border region will theoretically undergo only one passport 
check. 

— For travelers within the market, baggage inspections by 
customs agents will end at midnight Dec. 31. 

— The last administrative document truckers must carry for 
goods crossing EC borders will be eliminated. 

— A general minimum value added tax of 15 per cent will take 
effect Jan. I but lower rates, even no tax. will be allowed for 
selected goods such as children’s clothing and food. High races on 
luxury goods will be abolished. 

— People will be allowed ro buy unlimited wine, electronic 
goods and other items for personal use without frontier restric- 
tions and to move such goods as household furniture across 
borders without paying duty. 

— A transitional system for collecting value added taxes will 
begin Jan. 1. Tourists will pay in the country where they buy the 
goods, businesses in their headquarters countries until 1997. 

— Consumers will be able to buy vehicles in other countries, 
paying taxes on new cars where they are registered and on used 
cars where they are purchased. 

— Imports of Japanese cars will be limited until the end of the 
century. 

— Lawyers, engineers, accountants and teachers certified in 
one country havebeen allowed to practice in another country 
since June 1991. Opticians, dental hygienists and others requiring 
less than three years of university training will be able to practice 
in other countries starting in June 1994. Additional aptitude tests 
may be required in both cases. 

— Banks will be allowed branches in other countries. As of 
Nov. 20. agents could insure commercial fleets of trucks and cars, 
but they must wail until mid-1994 to sell personal car and life 
policies. Securities traders and investment advisers will not be 
able to offer cross-border services until 1996. 

— Truckers will be allowed to carry return loads without 
restrictions for the first time, but may be limited in moving goods 
within a country other than their own. 

— Duty-free airport shops will continue until July 1. 1999, for 
travelers within the market region. 

— A single currency will not be inaugurated until the end of the 
decade. 


search of better jobs and find 
their qualifications honoured. 

“It’s going to have a revolu- 
tionary impact on Europe." said 
John Mogg. deputy director of 
the single market programme. 
People will be able to “work and 
live in other countries as easily as 
moving from Connecticut" to 
Texas.'* he said. 

Truckers will be able to haul 
cargo across Europe without 
stopping because the last re- 
quired transit document will be 
abolished. 

Not long ago. for example, a 
driver needed 34 documents to 
carry battery-powered shavers 
from one country to the next, and 
had to return empty. Now. he will 
be able to bring back a cargo, but 
still may be limited in moving 
goods within a country other than 
his own. 

Many companies will be able to 
move off their home turf for the 
first rime. 

Banks will be allowed to open 
branches in other countries. 
Agents have insured fleets of 
commercial vehicles since Nov. 
20, but will not be able to sell 
persona] auto or life policies for 
several more years. 

A boon to consumers will be 
the ability to buy unlimited 
amounts of wine, electronic 
goods and other items for person- 
al use without worrying about 
border restrictions. Tbe mini- 
mum value added tax, a form of 
sales tax, will be 15 per cent with 
some exceptions. 

Some places, like the Dutch 
border town of Maastricht, 
already practice the single mar- 


ket. Shoppers from neighbouring 
Belgium. Luxembourg and Ger- 
many walk its narrow streets sear- 
ching for bargains. 

Desiree Rodolf. a clerk at the 
Van Leenderr fish stall in the 
town square, said Maastricht has 
had a common market “for a long 
time." She sells herring, eels and 
other fish for Dutch guilders, 
Belgian francs or German marks. 

A few blocks away, Belgian 
businessman Jean-Pierre Coene 
told a reporter he buys wine in 
Luxembourg, which has lower 
taxes on alcohol, and shoes in 
England because "they are 
' cheaper." 

Mr. Coene. sales manager of 
Papeteries de Clairefontaine. a 
French paper company, said it 
had bought a German firm to 
gain strength in that market. 

“The feeling was that Europe 
was going to be a fact in 1992," he 
said, so the company “organised 
itself to be ready for thar big 
rendezvous." 

Zygmunt Tvszkiewicz, dieefor 
of the European Employers’ 
Confederation known as UNICE, 
said big companies are restructur- 
ing to achieve greater efficiency 
and productivity at lower cost. 

Truckers should be able to cut 
delivery times because they will 
no longer be slowed by frontiers, 
he said. 

“With three times faster speed, 
you can use three times less roll- 
ing stock to carry the same 
volume of goods," Mr. Tysz- 
kiewicz said. “Thar's already a 
great savings.” 

Copanies of all sizes will find it 
easier to sell in other countries. 
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5 ut so will their competitors, and 
that means “they are going toget 
extra efficent," he said. 
harsh reality is that those who 
can't become efficient will get 
displaced by those who can. 

In tbe long run, European 
businesses are expected to be- 
come more competitive with U.S. 
and Japanese rivals, helping the 
general EC economy. 

Thousands of those American 
and Japanese rivals have come to 
Europe. 

“To survive and prosper oyer 
the *9Gs, (companies) must in- 
clude the European market in 
their plans," said Dimitri Papaky- 
riacou, European, marketing 
manager for Aspen technology, 
based in Massachusetts. 

Michael Ley don. Projects 
Manager of the Shannon De- 
velopment Agency in Ireland, 
said: “There were hidden barriers 
to trade, so it's very attractive 
now for American companies 
that these barriers are gone.” 

Mr. Crossick. the EC watcher, 
said the single market has “still 
got a long way to go." 

Standards for thousands of pro- 
ducts still are not uniform, which 
adds enormous costs in getting 
goods approved for sale in diffe- 
rent countries. 

Local firms have lost some 
advantage in bidding for public 
works projects, but tbe field has 
not been completely opened to 
foreigners. 

Businessmen worry that not all 
governments will apply the rules 
uniformly. 

“If authorities in a particular 
country (do not) enforce legisla- 
te , then your competitor is get- 
ting a free ride," Mr. Tyszkiewicz 
said. “There have to be sanctions 
(against) cheating." 

A single currency remains far 
away. 

Mr. Coene said wild swings in 
the money markets are a “night- 
mare’' that often hurts his com- 
pany's profits, and a single cur- 
rency “would be dream." 

Mir. Crossick said a true single 
market is not possible without a 
single currency.

Israel's expulsions of the 
Palestinian citizens to Lebanon 

on Thursday, its escalation of 
repressive measures inside the 
occupied territories, the peace 
negotiations in Washington 
and the press and publications 
draft law being examined by 
Parliament were prominent 
topics discussed by the Jorda- 
nian press in the past week. 

* Tbe expulsion of Palestinians 
is in effect an assassination of 
the peace process as well as a 
flagrant violation of the inter- 
national laws and basic human 
rights, said Sawt Al Shaab dai- 
ly. It appears that the quick 
decision to expel the Palesti- 
nians was awaited by tbe Rabin 
government which took the 
killing of the Israeli soldier as 
an excuse for the deportation 
measures, said the daily. 

Mass expulsion is an estab- 
lished strategy adopted by the 
Israeli government under the 
Labour Party, said Al Ra'i 
Arabic daily. The paper said 
that the international commun- 
ity is called on to abort Israel's 
evil policies if peace and secur- 
ity are to be established hi the 
region. 

Al Dustour said that over 
the past quarter of a century 
Israel has been expelling 
Palestinians, but this time it 
has taken an unprecedented 
step by deporting hundreds 
who committed, no crime. The 
paper said that the'Israeli mea- 
sure should draw the world’s' 
attention to die ongoing atroci- 
ties and tbe repressive policies 
committed against the Palesti- 
nians. 

Referring to the abduction

Orthodoxi, Ahli lead standings

AMMAN — A1 Orthodoxi kept 
their unyielding form this week as 
they won their third successive 
match scoring over the 150 mark 
when they beat A1 Watani 154-73 
in the third stage of the First 
Division Basketball Cham- 
pionship organised by the Jordan 
Basketball Federation (JBF). 

In other matches all-time rivals 
A1 Ahli humiliated last season’s 
third placed Ai Jalil, while A1 
Jazireb beat Homentmen and Al 
Hussein defeated Al Abbasi. 

Al Orthodoxi are now tied with 
Al Ahli with six points in the 
overall standings, but lead on 
score difference after they scored 
three big wins in the past week 
winning 182-64 against Homent- 
men, thrashing Al Abbasi 179-44 
and beating Al Watani with a 
score of 154-73. Meanwhile Al 
Ahli won all their matches too, 
beating Al Abbasi 132-34, Al 
Hussein 95-58 and Al Jalil 86-48. 

Currently third-placed Al 
Jazireh surprisingly lost to Al 
Hussein 82-73 but came back to 
beat Al Jalil 88-86. They are now 
tied with A! Hussein and Al 
Watani with five points in the 
overall standings. 

Al Jalil, who captured third 
place after overcoming Al Jazireh 
last year, had originally decided 
to poll out of the competition this 
year after the JBF refused to 


accept certain objections they 
had raised over their match 
against Al Ahli in the Under-22 
Tournament earlier this month. 
Consequently Al Jalil initially de- 
cided to withdraw from the First 
division Championship and did 
not shcw-up for their first match 
against Al Watani. 

This of course led to Al Wata- 
m’s advanced standing, as they 
gain ed two points, while under 
international and JBF rules the 
withdrawing team, Al Jalil, did 
not get a point. Later on, Al 
Jahl’s officials decided their team 
would play, but surprisingly lost 
by two points to Al Jazireh and 
later lost to Al Ahli. They are 
now at the bottom in the overall 
standings. 

In the week's latest matches Al 
Ahli who are seeking to regain 
the title they won in 1990, flexed 
some muscle, beating Al Jalil 
86-48, the first half ending 45-17. 

In the other match held in 
Irbid, Al Hussein scored a big 
win of 110-63 against Al Abassi, 
the first half ending 64-28. 

Meanwhile two matches were 
played in Amman at Al Orthodo- 
xi court. In the first match Al 
Jazireh scored an expected 94-63 
win over Homentmen. 

The score was close at the 
beginning as the scoreboard 
showed a 7-6 lead for AI Jazireh, 
who took advantage of a series of 
turnovers and widened their lead 
to 16-6,

Homentmen ‘s Sevan Sarkissian 
scored a three-pointer followed 
by some fast-breaks by playmak- 
er Robert Ch atm a jinn to narrow 
the gap at 22-14.

Homentmen's Tadros, Chatma- 
jian, and Basel Janho scored to 
narrow the gap but Al Jazireh 
finally won the match 94-63. 

In the other match of the even- 
ing — attended like most other 
matches by a sparse crowd of no 
more *h«n 40, despite the freez- 


ing weather inside and outside 
the basketball court — Al Ortho- 
doxi scored a big win of 154-73 
against Al Watani. 

Al Orthodoxi scored through 
Jihad Saliba and Murad Barakat 
leading 9-0 in the first minute, 
while Al Watani could not even 
attempt to score until the second 
minute. 

Al Orthodoxi played a tight 
man-to-man zone defence, taking 
advantage of many loose balls to 
score by three-pointers and fast- 
breaks and built a commanding 
lead of 27-4 in the fifth minute!

SOFIA (R) — United Nations 
sanctions against rump Yugosla- 
via have cost Bulgaria more than 
Si .2 billion so far this year and if 
they go on could cost $3 billion in 
1993. a government, spokes- 
woman has said. 

“In a letter to the U.N. Secur- 
ity Council Bulgaria said it would 
suffer damage of more than $1.2 
billion this year hrrant#-. of the 
strict observance of the sanctions 
mainly against Serbia,” spokes- 
woman Nadezhda Mikhailova 
told Reuters. 

The losses include $690 million 
for industry. $355 million for 
trade and $70 million for trans- 
port. Power production and tour- 


ism are also affected. 

The losses do not indude those 
caused by aborted financial trans- 
actions. and worsened telecom- 
munications links between Bul- 
garia and the rest of the world. 
Bulgaria’s only passage to west- 
ern Europe is via Yugoslavia. 

Ms. Mikhailova noted Bulgar- 
ia. which is burdened by $12 
billion of foreign debr accumu- 
lated under communist rule, had 
already lost more than $2 billion 
from U.N. sanctions against Iraq 
and Libya. 

“And we never received a sing- 
le penny in compensation.” she 
added.

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U.S., Mexican and Canadian 
leaders sign free trade pact 


WASHINGTON (R> — Presi- 
dent George Bush and leaders in 
Mexico and Canada Thursday 
signed a controversial free trade 
accord backers say will spur 
growth but Foes say will cost 
hundreds of thousands of Amer- 
ican jobs. 

The pact is sure to win approv- 
al by lawmakers in Mexico and 
Canada, bur in the U.S. Congress 
it faces tough opposition, espe- 
cially from organised labour and 
environmentalists. 

President Bush said: "The 
peace and friendship we've long 
enjoyed as neighbours will now 
be strengthened by the explosion 
in growth and trade let loose by 
the combined energy of our 3 60 
million citizens trading freely 
across our border.” 

He spoke at a ceremony at the 
Organisation of American States 
headquarters at about the time 
the treaty was signed by President 
Carlos Salinas in Mexico City. 

In Ottawa, protesters broke

Israel 
approves 
plan to save 
military 
industries 

TEL AVIV (R) — The Israeli 
cabinet has approved a $29(1 mil- 
lion restructuring plan that will 
slash a third of the jobs at state- 
owned Israel Military Industries 
(IMI) Finance Minister Abraham 
Shohat said. 

Hit by shrinking markets and 
high operating costs. IMI last 
year lost $239 million, more than 
the combined earnings of all 
other state-run companies. 

“I am complerely satisfied with 
this plan.” Mr. Shohat told Reu- 
ters. “I believe this is a realistic 
programme and a real solution 
for IMI.” 

Under the plan, one third of 
IMI's 7.500 workers would he 
made redundant, on top of 2.500 
already gone. The company 
would negotiate wage cuts for the 
rest and sell off factories and 
land. 

IMI Director-General Gadi 
Komissar said the government 
will invest $150 million to fund 
the recovery, in addition to $140 
million in severance pay for IMI 
workers. 

State budget director David 
Brodet told reporters Tuesday 
salaries paid IMI technicians 
were up lo 76 per cent higher 
than those in non-military high- 
tech industries. 

IMI, founded as 3 weapons and 
ammunition manufacturing arm 
of the defence ministry', was con- 
vened into a state company in 
November. 1990. to allow it to 
seek investment capital. 

Mr. Shohat said he believed 
the plan would be implemented 
as approved, but added: “There 
must still be negotiations between 
the workers and management, 
because there remains some mis- 
understanding between them, to 
say the least." 


S. Africa says 
disinvestment 
surge curbed 

JOHANNESBURG (R) — 
South African Finance Minister 
Derek Keys has said foreign in- 
vestors withdrew two billion rand 
($715 million) in die second quar- 
ter of 1992 because of political 
instability but the outflow had 
since been curbed. 

Capital flight jumped from . 
“nill” in the first quarter to two 
billion rand in the second when 
multi-party democracy talks 
broke down and black opposition 
groups launched a campaign of 
mass demonstrations for faster 
political rcfciir, he said. 

“The process of disinvesting 
has stopped but the process of- 
investing has not yet starred." 
Mr. Keys told a news conference. 

The Reserve (central) Bank 
said in its June 1992 quarterly 
review that net withdrawal of 
foreign funds had subsided con- 
siderably over the past two years.

They protested at what they 
derided as a "sell-out” to the 
United States and charged the 
pact would cost Canadian jobs. 
But observers said Mr. Mul- 
roney. with a 10-seat majority in 
the House of Commons, would 
have little trouble winning 
approval of the accord. 

U.S. President-elect Bill Clin- 
ton reaffirmed his general sup- 
port of the pact but. like some of 
its foes, said side agreements 
should be written to protect jobs, 
and the environment as well as 
U.S. industries against sudden 
surges of imports. 

Mr. Clinton said he looked 
forward to early meetings with 
Mr. Salinas and Mr. Mulroney to 
discuss the accord, reached after 
14 months of negotiations. 

Opponents say it will cost hun- 
dreds of thousands of U.S. jobs 
as factories close and move across 
the Rio Grande to take advan- 
tage of Mexico's low wages and 


lax enforcement of dean air and 
water laws. 

A coalition of labour, environ- 
mental. farm and health groups 
said Wednesday they would step 
up their opposition to the agree- 
ment. They plan a series of televi- 
sion spots and newspaper com- 
mercials lobbying lawmakers. 
Black civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson said he would lead de- 
monstrations at abandoned U.S. 
factory sites and along the Rio 
Grande, already polluted by in- 
dustry. 

Senator Max Baucus. a Demo- 
crat and leader in foreign trade 
legislation, said in a statement 
that he backed NAFTA's com- 
mercial provisions but. like Mr. 
Clinton, said worker adjustment 
and environmental concerns had 
to be addressed first. He advised 
Mr. Clinton not to send the 
agreement to Congress until 
those concerns had been re- 
solved.

Slump in sales 
hits European 
car industry giants 


LONDON (R) — Recession and 
a slump in car sales are hitting the 
traditional giants of the car indus- 
try in Europe, biting into profits 
and threatening thousands of 
jobs. 

On Wednesday. U.S. car mak- 
er Ford announced more than 
2,600 job cuts in Europe, while 
German companies Daimler- 
Benz, Volkswagen (V.W.) and 
MAN issued gloomy statements 
on the outlook for the German 
car industry. 

“We are entering a crisis.” 
Dieter Ullsperger. V.W.'s head 
of finance, told reporters. 

But as the traditional big 
names adjust to tumbling profits 
and falling demand by scaling 
back production. Japanese- 
owned “transplants" in Britain 
plan to increase output next year. 

Ironically, within hours of 
Ford’s announcement. Toyota 
started production at a new plant 
In Bumaston. central England, 
aiming to make some 35.000 cars 
in its first year. 

Europe’s car makers face a 
host of problems even before 
they confront competition from 
Japanese “transplants” — factor- 
ies set up in Europe to get around 
European Community (EC) im- 
port quotas. 

The big problem is an interna- 
tional slump in sales as consum- 
ers. worried about recession, put 
off buying new cars. 

Germany's car makers, saddled 
with some of the highest costs in 
the world, have to contend with 
an unexpectedly sharp slowdown 
in the economy which has choked 
domestic demand. 

“The German economy burst 
like a soap bubble .’’ Daimler 
Management Board Chairman 
Edzard Reuter told reporters. 

The devaluation of many Euro- 
pean currencies against the mark 
has also made German ex'ports 
more expensive. On top of that, 
high German interest rates have 
sent car firms scurrying to cut 
costs and put workers on shorter 
shifts. 

In Wolfsburg. V.W.'s Ullsper- 
ger predicted a 20 per cent 
shrinkage in the German car mar- 
ket next year and said V.W.'s 
production would be curbed by 
80,000 vehicles. He also said 
V.W.'s net profit this year would 
be considerably below last year's 
1.11 billion marks (S7I2.4 mil- 
lion). 

V.W. has trimmed its domestic 
workforce by around 5.000 this 
year as part of a planned reduc- 
tion of 12.500 by the end of 19y4. 
Further cuts are possible if de- 
mand weakens. 

Daimler- Benz. Germany's big- 
gest company, also warned 
Wednesday of falling 1992 profits 
as business weakened in its 
Mercedes-Benz automotive divi- 
sion. Mercedes-Benz intends to 
cut its domestic workforce bv 
12,500 bv the end of 1992 and 


further cuts are planned in 1993. 

In Munich, truck and engineer- 
ing group MAN warned that this 
year's profit would be lower than 
in the previous two years. 

The problems are not confined 
to Germany. In Paris. Peugeot 
Citroen Chairman Jacques Calvet 
said new car sales in 17 European 
countries were expected to fall 
more than four per cent in 1993 
— although this was rosier than 
some other predictions. 

“It is not a very easy with 1993 
in front of us.” he said, adding, 
however, that he was relatively 
optimistic for Gtroen. 

Last month Swedish car maker 
Volvo announced the loss of 

4.000 jobs and the closure of two 
key factories, while SAAB said it 
was making 2.000 workers redun- 
dant. 

“Everything is at stake in these 
bad times. It is a case of trimming 
down as much as possible, and 
that unfortunately hits many peo- 
ple and our two finest plants.” 
Volvo Chairman Pehr Gyl- 
lenhammar told Swedish televi- 
sion at the time. 

With its extensive exposure 
across Europe. Ford has also felt 
the pinch of falling car sales in 
Britain and elsewhere, despite 
potential benefits of the lower 
pound, which was forced out of 
the EC's exchange rate mechan- 
ism in mid-September. 

Ford said it aimed to shed 
1,180 jobs in Britain by April 
1993 and 1.500 in Germany. It 
has a total European workforce 
of 97.400, including headquarters 
and development centres. 

But if business looks gloomy 
now. it might get worse as 
Japanese groups, reputed to be 
more efficient, step up output. 

Toyota already plans to expand 
its new Burnaston plant to 

200.000 cars a year from a current 
total capacity of 100.000. 

The Rover group, in which 
Honda has a 20 per cent stake, 
said Tuesday it planned to in- 
crease production at its Co./ley 
plant by 50 per cent next year — 
by introducing a second working 
shift rather than boosting the 
workforce. 

Nissan also plans to increase 
British production to 27d.UOO in 
1993 from 179.000 in 1992. 

Imports of Japanese cars are 
restricted under a pact between 
the European Commission and 
Japan's ministry of international 
trade and industry. The Euro- 
pean market share of Japanese 
cars can increase to 16 per cent by 
1999-from about 1 1 per cent now. 

From 2000, imports of 
Japanese cars will be unlimited. 


time would come when all of the 
western hemisphere would be 
pan of a free trade zone.

The 2.000-page agreement gra- 
dually ends tariffs and quotas, 
enables U.S. and Canadian secur- 
ities firms and insurance com- 
panies to buy into Mexican firms, 
and opens trade in cars and tex- 
tiles. now restricted. 

The accord, to go into effect in 
1994. would add Mexico to the 
present U.S. -Canada free trade 
pact and phase out all trading 
barriers over 15 years. 

When fully implemented, the 
trading area would stretch from 
the Yukon ro the Yucatan and 
encompass 5oO million people 
with an annual output of S6 tril- 
lion in goods and services, rivall- 
ing the European Community in 
population and wealth. 


Ramos sees 
Philippines 
growing 
painfully 

MANTLA (R) — President Fidel 
Ramos has said Monday the Phi- 
lippines faced hardships in open- 
ing up its economy to achieve 
growth but “there is no gain 
without any pain." 

He told economists that dereg- 
ulation of foreign exchange trans- 
actions and imports, privatisation: 
of state corporations, and paying- 
debts would entail short-term dif- 
ficulties. but were the only choice, 
the counrry had. 

“Opening the economy will 
obviously be difficult in the short 
term. But in this world there is no 
gain without pain.” he told a- 
meeting of the Philippine Econo- 
mic Society. 

“In the wake of communism’s 
collapse, competition in the 
world is shifting from the military 
and the political to business and 
trade: he pointed out. 

Mr. Ramos lifted all major 
restrictions on foreign exchange 
in August, paving the way for an 
inflow of dollars from Filipino 
[ workers overseas that pushed up 
I the peso's value and hurt expor- 
ters’ business. 

Exporters have demanded bol- 
der central bank action to inter- 
vene in the market to push the 
peso down, but the government 
has rejected a devaluation. 

Mr. Ramos said banks were 
instead asked to offer exporters 
lower-interest loans to help them 
cope. 

"I would say the leaders in the 
export sector are... reconciled to 
the fact tjtat we have to go 
through these short painful pro- 
cesses so that in the end we can 
truly be competitive in the world 
market.” he told a news confer- 
ence following his speech. 

Central bank figures show the 
inflow of dollars boosted its gross 
international reserves to near- 
record levels of $5.1 billion in 
November, which enabled the 
government to put $4.1 billion in 
high-yielding investments 
abroad. 

The economy would have de- 
clined in the first nine months if 
not for the workers’ remittances, 
which pushed gross national pro- 
duct up a minimal 0.91 per cent. 

“We are on track in so far as 
the overall (economic) program- 
me is concerned,” Mr. Ramos 
said. “We must deregulate and 
decontrol as much 3s possible." 

He said cutting repayments of 
debt, as some legislators prop- 
osed. was not an alternative. 

Mr. Ramos said his govern- 
ment was dismantling monopolies 
left over from the dictatorship of 
Ferdinand Marcos and freeing 
buisness enterprises, along with 
speeding up the sale of govern- 
ment corporations.

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Owen arrives in Sarajevo 


SARAJEVO (R) — Internation- 
al peace negotiator Lord Owen 
arrived in Sarajevo Friday for 
discussions expected to focus on 
plans for safe escape routes for 
people wanting to leave the be- 
sieged Bosnian capital. 

Lord Owen, accompanied by 
the commander of U.N. 
peacekeepers in Bosnia, General 
Phfllippe Mori lion, and by Bos- 
ilia’s Muslim President Alija Izet- 
begovic, went straight into_ a 
meeting at Sarajevo Airport with 
Serb and Croat militaiy officials. 

But there was no representa- 
tive from the Muslim side at the 
meeting, the latest in a series of 
three-way gatherings brokered by 
the U.N. in a bid to end the 
fighting. It was unclear if a Mus- 
lim mUitary official would join 
them later. 


Bosnia's Serb leaders, whose 
forces have been besieging the 
city for months, had already told 
dvilians trapped there (hey could 
join a mass evacuation from 
Sarajevo Friday and urged them 
to meet outside a city church. 

But United Nations 
peacekeepers (UNPROFOR) in 
' the capital disowned the plan and 
angrily denied Serb claims that 
they had given their blessing to 
the scheme. 

“UNPROFOR has no plans to 
escort any such group and any 
suggestion to the contrary is dis- 
honest," the U.N. said in a state- 
ment on Thursday night. 

In a move which would effec- 
tively stop would-be evacuees 
from gathering, Sarajevo’s police 
broadcast a statement Friday 
morning warning people to stay 
off the aty streets and remain tn 
their shelters. 

"This is because another heavy 
shelling of Sarajevo is expected 
today," the statement said. It 
made no mention of the planned 
evacuation. 

Despite the warning, some six 
people clutching suitcases turned 
up at the church but were turned 
away by police. 

Sarajevo was unusually quiet 
overnight. Only sporadic shelling 
and scattered " machine gun fire 
could be heard across the Bos- 
nian capital, much of which is 


without water, electricity or tele- 
phones amid sub-zero tempera- 
tures. . J . 

But fighting continued else- 
where in Bosnia. Sarajevo Radio 
saitl there was heavy shelling 
overnight around the towns of 
Gradacac and Dobjo, both on the 
northern “corridor” link vital to 
both sides. . . 

Outside former Yugoslavia in- 
ternational pressure mounted to 
step up measures to end the 
fighting. 

The United States made it clear 
at the United Nations it was 
ready to support a General 
Assembly resolution Friday call- 
ing for the use of force to help 
Muslims in Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

The draft also recommends Lift- 
ing a u.N. arms embargo, allow- 
ing Muslims to buy weapons to 
defend themselves against the 
well-equipped Serbs. 

Despite the continued fighting, 
leaders of Bosnia's self-declared 
Serb republic have said they will 
declare a unilateral end to the 
war before the new year. 

The Serbs’ Muslim and Croat 
foes dismissed the plan as a fake, 
but the Serbs insisted that their 
offer to allow Sarajevo residents 
to go free after an eight-month 
siege was sincere. 

U.N. officials in the city said 
any discussion of safe passage out 
of Sarajevo at the meeting vnth 
Lord Owen was expected to be 
linked to a demand from the 
Muslim-led Bosnian government 
that all heavy weapons be re- 
moved from around the city air- 
port. 

Fighting on the airport road 
Friday morning forced a British 
U.N. relief convoy from Vitez to 
turn back, workers from the U.N. 
High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) said in Sarajevo. 

Four UNHCR trucks bringing 
basic foodstuffs and bedding ar- 
rived in the town of Ljubovija on 
Serbia’s border with Bosnia Fri- 
day to help thousands of Serb 
refugees fleeing attacks by Mus- 
lims around the nearby town of 
Bratunac. . 

Some 2,000 refugees, mainly 
women and children, spent the 
night cramped in schools and 


other communal buildings, sleep- 
ing on school desks which had 
pushed together. 

Up to 3.000 additional Serb 
refugees were taken in by private 
families in Ljubovija, whose 
peace-time population of 4,000 
ha* already been doubled by ear- 
lier influxes of refugees. 

In Zagreb, Mr. Izetbegovic 
said Thursday that neither the 
West nor Islamic countries were 
ready to intervene military in 
Bosnia. 

"These are hard frontlines and 
only our boys can sacrifice their 
lives there. Justifiably we cannot 
expect anybody's military help," 
Mr. Izetbegovic told a packed 
news conference in Zagreb. 

“No country is ready to send its 
boys alive and bring them back in 
coffins. For the past 40 years 
Europe has been rolling in afflu- 
ence and it is not ready to make 
sacrifices for any principles.” 

But he said Bosnians hoped the 
international community would 
at least put pressure on politicians 
to lift the embargo on weapons 
against them. 

“The only way to establish 
peace and to have serious nego- 
tiations is to have a military ba- 
lance. At the moment we can’t 
have that so we need to get 
weapons ... at least for self- 
defence ... we demand a limited 
quantity of defensive weapons. 

"The U.N. believes that there 
is a peaceful solution to the crisis 
... Frankly I donl believe that is 
possible." 

He said neighbouring Croatia 
was not ready for a full military 
alliance with Bosnia. 

“I think that Croatia because 
of its economic problems is trying 
to find the shortest way out of the 
war and that is why it is support- 
ing a political solution. We folly 
understand that." 

But agreement was reached 
between Mr. Izetbegovic and 
Croatian President Fran jo Tudj- 
man Thursday “to coordinate 
military actions in border re- 
gions." 

Meanwhile the parliament of 
the self declared Serb Republic in 
Bosnia has declared an end to its 
ethnic war in an apparent effort 
to blunt the threat of Western 


military intervention. 

But the announcement Thurs- 
day, carried by the Belgrade 
based Tanjug News Agency, 
offered little hope of a break- 
through since it was clear Serb 
forces do not intend to give back 
captured land. It said a unilateral 
truce would take effect in eight 
days. 

The announcement may have a 
bearing on Sunday’s elections in 
Yugoslavia, where the hardline 
Serbian president, Slobodan 
Milosevic, is struggling for re- 
election against Milan Panic, the 
Yugoslav federal president. 

Ardent Serb nationalists in 
Bosnia consider Mr. Panic a 
traitor for seeking to end the war 
m Bosnia with Serb concessions. 

But in Belgrade, more than 
150.000 people rallied in front of 
the federal parliament Thursday 
in support of Mr. Panic, a Serb- 
born American. It was the largest 
demonstration in the Serbian 
capital since a weeklong summer 
protest against Mr. Milosevic. 

In Brussels Thursday, NATO 
allies said they would be willing 
to support the United Nations in 
enforcing a ban on Serbian milit- 
ary flights over Bosnia.

PEKING (R) — Russian Presi- 
dent Boris Yeltsin said 'Friday 
that the START Q treaty to slash 
by two-thirds the strategic- nuc- 
lear arsenals of Russia and the 
United States would be signed in 
January. 

“I can tell vou now that a 
START n l Strategic Arms Re- 
duction Treaty) agreement has 
been prepared for a two-thirds 
cut iir strategic nuclear weapons 
between the United States and 
Russia," Yeltsin said in a speech 
to a group of Chinese intellec- 
tuals. 

“And it can be signed at the 
beginning of January next year," 
he said. 

Mr. Yeltsin said it took 15 
years of negotiations to reduce 
the arsenals by one third. 

“To cut it down two-thirds 
took less than one year. And in 
January we will sign such an 
agreement," he said. 

In Brussels, U.S. Secretary of 
State Lawrence Eagleburger said 
Friday he was not aware that a 
U.S.-Russian deal to slash their 


arsenals of long-range nuclear 
weapons had been reached, as 


announced earlier by Mr. Yeltsin 
in* Peking. 

"I don't know anything more 
than I’ve heard out of Peking" 
Mr. Eagleburger told reporters at 
a meeting of NATO heard out of 
Peking," Mr. Eagleburger told 
reporters at a meeting of NATO 
and former Warsaw Pact mem- 
bers in Brussels. 

“I hope he (Yeltsin) is right." 

Mr. Eagleburger promised 
more details as soon as they were 
available. 

Mr. Eagleburger discussed the 
issue with Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Kozyrev in Stockholm 
last Saturday, but reported prob- 
lems still outstanding.

Russia will provide the technol- 
ogy and experts for the station, 
which will comprise two 1,000 
megawatt units, Alexander 
Sbokhin, deputy premier for 
foreign trade, told reporters. 

After Mr. Yeltsin laid a wreath 
at the Monument to the People's 
Heroes in Tiananmen Square, the 
man who buried Soviet commun- 
ism turned to face a huge portrait 
of the founder of the Chinese 
Communist state, the late Chair- 
man Mao Tse-Tung, and waved. 

The monument was the centre 
of the student-led pro-democracy 
movement that swept China three 
and a half years ago, reaching its 
dimax the last time China hosted 
a senior Kremlin leader.

TOULON, France (R) — A doze armed men grabbed up to 200 
million francs ($37 million) from a French bank after attaching 
dynamite to a bank employee, police said. The gang gained entry 
to the local branch of the Bank of France, the country’s central 
bank, in this Mediterranean port late by seizing an employee, 
around whose waist they tied sticks of dynamite. They threatened 
to detonate the dynamite if they were not allowed inside the 
building, police said. 


PEKING (AP) — Peking’s hardline Communist Party Secretary 
Li Ximing, a prominent supporter of the 1989 military crackdown 
on the democracy movement, has been sacked and reptacedby 
Mayor Chen Xitong, the official press reported Friday. The 
capital's new 54-member Communist Party Committee made the 
decision during its first plenary session. The committee was 
elected during the five-day Peking Party Congress that ended 
Thursday. Mr. Li’s imminent ouster had been rumoured since the 
summer. He had been Peking party secretary since June 1984. His 
successor is a rising star who promoted this fall to the national 
party’s powerful politburo. Mr. Chen apparently will hold the two 
Peking posts concurrently. He will complete his five year term as 
mayor in early 1993. 


Yeltsin says Deng not feeling well 


PEKING (R) — China's 88-year-old paramount leader Deng 
Xiaoping is not feeling well, visiting Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin said Friday. "I conveyed warm wishes to him. He’s not 
feeling too well, unfortunately,” Mr. Yeltsin told reporters. He 
gave no further details. Mr. Yeltsin arrived in Peking for a 
three-day visit but was not scheduled to meet Mr. Deng, whose 
health is a constant concern both in China and overseas. Mr. 
Deng has officially retired from all his government and party posts 
and no longer receives foreign visitors but he still holds the levers 
of power in China. 
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shortly before the army crushed 
the movement on June 4. 

Mr. Yeltsin, facing a crucial 
test of his economic reforms at 
home, was led into the marble- 
walled Great Hall of the People 
to meet a smiling Li Peng, who 
played a central role in ordering 
the bloody crackdown on the 
1989 protests. 

Mr. Yeltsin, speaking during a 
visit to the Great Wall of China 
Thursday, said the question of 
arms sales would be raised in his 
meetings with Chinese leaders. 

Mr. Sbokhin said Russia was 
interested in selling Sukhoi-27 
fighters and anti-aircraft 
weapons. 

Russia is eager to sell arms, 
one area where its economy is up 
to the highest world standards, to 
support its painful transition from 
central planning to a market sys- 
tem. 

China and Russia are also 
agreeing on a system of military 
cooperation ensuring that each 
wants the other of test firings of 
ballistic missiles. 


SEOUL (R) — Millions of South 
Koreans cast their votes peaceful- 
ly in a knife-edge election Friday 
to pick a president who. for the 
first time in more than 30 years, 
will not be a former general. 

But with opinion and exit polls 
banned under strict election laws, 
the outcome will remain in doubt 
until results come through in the 
early hours of Saturday. 

The main contenders to suc- 
ceed President Roh-Tae-Woo. 
legally barred from serving a 
second term, are Kim Young- 
Sam of the majority Democratic 
Liberal Party (DLP). opposition 
leader Kim Dae-Jung and 
Tycoon-turned-politia’an Chung 
Ju-Yung. . 

“See you people tn the Blue 
House." said a confident-looking 
Kim Young -Sam. who voted ear- 
ly after his customary morning 
jog. The Blue House is the pres- 
idential residence. 

Asked for his plans if defeated. 
Democratic Party runner Kim 
Dae-Jung replied: “I am only 
thinking of victory." 

Dark horse Chung Ju-Yung. 
founder of the Hyundai industrial 
empire and a political' novice, 
expressed similar confidence. 

As polling booths closed at the 
end of a mild and sunny winter's 
day, election officials said final 
voter turnout was expected to be 
around 80 per cent, compared 
with 89 per cent in the last pres- 
idential election in 1987. 

More than 71 per cent had cast 
their votes an hour before the 
booths dosed, according to offi- 
cial figures. 

Voters and observers said the 
election proceeded quietly, calm- 
ly and with good humour, in 
contrast to the 1987 poll which 
brought Mr. Rob to power. 

“It’s incredibly peaceful and 
mellow compared with the sinis- 
ter atmosphere last time." said 
Bradley Martin, an American 
Fulbright scholar who observed 
the 1987 election as a journalist. 

Voters, who five years ago 
appeared intimidated and reluc- 
tant to talk to reporters, chatted 
openly. 

"This was clean compared to 
last time." said Kim Sung-Ko. 28. 
after casting his vote in Tongkyo- 
Dong, Seoul. 

The polls opened at 7 a.m. 
(2200 GMT Thursday) and closed 
at 6 p.m. (0900 GMT Friday). 

The first of the nation's 15346 
polling stations to close was in a 
remote west coast village, just 
seven minutes after all 28 voters 
had cast their ballots. 

The only report of irregular- 
ities came from the southern pro- 
vincial capital of Kwangju, stron- 
ghold of opposition candidate 
Kim Dae-Jung. 

Electron watchdog officials 
halted balloting for an hour after 
discovering red stains over Mr. 
Kim’s middle name on thousands 
of polling slips. 

An investigation was launched 
but officials said they suspected it 
was simply a result of printing 
problems and reopered the 
booths. 

Private polls showed as many 
as 45 per cent of the electorate 
were undecided Thursday night. 

But whatever the outcome, it 
will further confirm South 
Korea's passage from authorita- 
rian military state to civilian-led 
democracy. 

Nationwide street demonstra- 
tions forced president and former 
General Chun Doo Hwan to con- 
cede to direct presidential elec- 
tions in 1987. ushering in a new 
era of democracy. 

Both Kims stood in the 1987 
presidential race, splitting the 
opposition camp and ushering cx- 
General Roh to victory with only 
37 per cent of votes cast. 

One of Friday's voters. 1 14- 
year-old Park Moo-Soon, was

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India, Pakistan involved 
in tit-for-tat expulsions 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — In- 
dia has expelled an official of tbe 
Pakistani embassy on charges of 
espionage, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Thursday. 

Mohammad Salim Anjum was 
ordexed to leave India by Mon- 
day, following the arrest of an 
Indian man who told investiga- 
tors he had worked for Mr. An- 
jum as a spy, the spokesman said. 

It was the second expulsion of 
an official of the Pakistan high 
commission, or embassy, in the 
past two weeks. On Dec. 5, Indi- 
an authorities ordered Moham- 
mad Isbfaq expelled for alleged 
spying activities. 

The Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said Mr Anjum, an embassy 
assistant, had been meeting 
Mohammad Maqbool Rang a, a 
native of the northern Jammu- 
Kashmir state, which borders 
Pakistan, since February 1988. 

In November of that year, Mr. 
Ranga was sent to Pakistan for 
special training in intelligence 
gathering, said the spokesman, 
who cannot be named under 
briefing rules. 

Mr. Anjum met Mr. Ranga in a 
New Delhi hotel and paid him 
SI42 for each rendezvous, the 
spokesman said. 

Meanwhile, in an apparently 
retaliatory move Thursday, 
Pakistan expelled three officials 
of the Indian embassy in Pakis- 
tan, the spokesman said. 

Pakistan has issued a strong 
protest to New Delhi over the 
shooting of a Pakistani fisherman 
this week. 

Pakistani-Indian ties are going 
through a “difficult" period, a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said, 
announcing the latest moves 
fuelling differences in already 
tense relations between the two 
arch-foes. 

The three non-diplomat offi- 
cials at die high commission in 
Islamabad and the consulate 
general in Karachi were carrying 
out activities incompatible with 
their functions in Pakistan, the 
spokesman said. He declined to 
give details. 

They were declared persona 
non grata and would be given 
adequate time to leave, he said. 

These are the second expul- 
sions this year. Last May, Pakis- 
tan expelled one Indian diplomat 


as a spy and New Delhi retaliated 
by throwing out two Pakistani 
drplomats. 

Pakistan also lodged a strong 
protest with India over the killing 
of a Pakistani fisherman by an 
Indian Coast Guard helicopter 
Sunday. Another fisherman was 
injured. 

The Indian helicopter opened 
fire without prior wanting as tbe 
boat was fishing some 140 
kilometres southeast of Karachi. 

It was unclear whether the boat 
was in Indian, Pakistani or inter- 
national waters. 

“TTie government of Pakistan 
is particularly concerned that in- 
stead of normal international 
practice of arresting a fishing 
vessel the Indian Coastal Guard 
helicopter resorted to unpro- 
voked and indiscriminate firing," 
the spokesman said. 

No wanting was given, he said. 
Islamabad summoned the de- 
puty high commissioner and 
asked New Delhi to ensure such 
incidents did not recur. 

The spokesman said Pakistan 
was ready for talks to promote 
normalisation of ties despite the 
renewed souring in-relations, due 
partly to what he called internal 
events in India. 

“Unfortunately the govern- 
ment of India has either been 
unwilling or unable to respond in 
similar fashion," he said. 

The spokesman hinted that 
Pakistan was considering closing 
its consulate in Bombay, which 
employs six to seven Pakistanis, 
and India's consulate in Karachi, 
with 100 staff, could close. No 
decision has yet reached, be said. 

Relations between the uneasy 
neighbours bave seesawed this 
year after the two looked close to 
waging another war over the dis- 
puted Himalayan region of Kash- 
mir two years ago. 

Ties plummeted again last 
week when Hindu revivalists 
razed a mosque in northern India 
triggering an angry reaction from 
the Pakistan government and die 
tit-for-tat destruction of dozens of 
Hindu temples in Pakistan. 

The two have fought three wars 
since their independence from 
Britain in 1947, two of them oyer 
Kashmir, two-thirds of which is 
ruled by India and the rest by 

Pakistan. 
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
